Introduction . . .

In the summer of 1840 Louis Massey, a 
French Canadian and Peter Bouchea, a Frencii— 
Indian fur trader, directed their canoes into the 
| mouth of the Willow river, and finding the area 
well suited to hunting and fishing, decided to 


| locate there. These two were the first settlers 


and are regarded as the founders of Hudson. 


By 1848 loggers were at work on the Willow 
river and there were several mills in operation 
on the St. Croix. In this year Wisconsin was ad- 
mitted into the Union and the land in this county 
} was then surveyed and opened to entry. 


This settlement was first called Willow River, 
then Buena Vista, and in 1852, because the 
scenery resembled that along the Hudson river, 
was finally named Hudson. 


The period of the early 1850’s was one of 
great progress and expansion. There was a big 
boom over the west from 1850 to 1856 and Hud- 
son shared in the current prosperity. A con- 
siderable number of farmers had located on the 
east prairie and Hudson was the grain market 
for this entire section of the country. There 
was an enormous L shaped wharf at the south 
end of town and a string of warehouses extended 
along the shore. At this time the St. Croix 
was a channel of commerce and a daily boat 
plyed between Hudson and St. Paul. Also gayly 
decorated excursion boats often brought sight- 
seers up the river from as far south as St. Louis. 
As the railroad was extended to Dubuque in 1854, 
travel from the east was comparatively easy and 
a large number of educated and well to-do eastern- 
ers moved into this district. These people built 
fine homes, encouraged business enterprise and 
lent a high moral tone to the life of the com- 
munity. 


By 1857 the population of Hudson had in- 
creased to 2500 and it was believed to be a prom- 
ising metropolis which would one day exceed St. 
Paul in growth and importance. 


In this same year, 1857, a charter was 
granted making Hudson a city, and the centennial 
of this event is the occasion which is being cele- 
brated at the present time. 


Hudson never did realize the dreams of its 
promoters in becoming a great metropolis, but 
it did become a beautiful little city widely known 
for its fine homes, prominent citizens and varied 
industries. Doubtless the best known of the lat- 
ter is the plant of the Omaha Railway car shops 
which was located here from 1872 to 1957 and 
which frequently employed as many as 500 men. 


The car shops and the mills of an earlier day 
are gone, but the Hudson of today is enjoying an 
extensive building boom and is the center of much 
community and business activity. Hudson and No. 
Hudson together boast a population of nearly 
5000. New schools, churches and business build- 
ings are being erected and the residence district 
is expanding north and south along the river and 
far out onto the eastern prairie. Everywhere 
may be seen evidences of growth and prosperity. 


It is obviously impossible to include in’such 
a limited space anything like a complete history 
of Hudson’s 117 years. No attempt has been 
made to do this. Instead, there is presented a 
collection of pictures with explanatory notes all 
pertaining to Hudson history during the past 
century. It is hoped that this pictorial supple- 
ment to the centennial program will interest the 
modern day visitor, and also bring back pleasant 
memories to those who have lived here for many 
years.

Business in 1870 


Last Monday as Mr. 
Pierce of the Richmond 
Stage Line, was driving 
away from the post office 
here, one of the whiffle- 
trees broke, the tongue fell 
down, and the horses start- 
ed at a frightful speed 
down Commercial st., then 
up First, and were only 
stopped near the agricul- 
tural warehouse. It was a 
most remarkable escape;
